Down to 270 

BOISE. Aug. IS 1^1 — The number 
of school dlslflcLi has been cut from 
1,100 to 370 since the 1M4-lS4fi 
school year. Oeorge Denman, state 
reorganliatlon director, said Thurs- 
day. 

The refffganliatlon law was passed 
by the special session ol the lB4fl 
legislature. 

Largest reorganlxatlon eltort 
came between the IMT-lMS and 
194fl-3MS school years when the 
number of districts was pared from 
1,011 to M2. 

Ot the 370 districts, only 306 op- 
erate achoals. Denman sold. Pupils 
ot the other districts are sent to 
other schools. 

Twelve of Idaho's 44 counties have 
formed county units and seven oth- 
ers have only two districts, six have 
threi. districts, five have four dis- 
tricts and four have five districts. 

Latah county, which had SO school 
(Us trie ts before reorganization, Is 
now down to five. 

Canyon county now has the larg- 
est number ol districts, 40, but Den- 
man said Canyon offldala are work' 
Ing on a plan which would reduce 
this number^ Other counties with 
many number of districts Include 
Bear Lake 31, Shoshone 17. Twin 
Falls 16. Adams IS, Omore 14 and 
Kootenai and Owyhee 13 each.

Adlal Stevenson, a pretty delt phrasemaker. 
was himself the target of a well-wrou^ht ver- 
bal shaft the other day. 

Senatoi' Lodge of Massachusetts, who pan- 
nped General Elsenhower's campaign through 
the Republican convenlTbn, nllowed as how. If 
the Democrats re'^ialneft In power, the next 
four year.^ would (Ind "the .snmp fat caU 
around the White House at night no matter 
how It would look Innhe daytime." 

The senator was striking an early note In 
what certainly will mount to a full chorus of 
Republican attacks on that subject. Lodge 
didn't specify ]ust who the fat cats were. He, 
Bald everybody knew. 

Reporters assumed he meant the hangers- 
on and the party wheels who have caused the 
Truman administration so much embarrass- 
ment Jn recent years, and whom the Presi- 
dent himself has been anything but firm and 
decisive In dealing with. 

The Issue is one which will get a sympa- 
thetic ear from all Republicans and many 
Democrats. Some of the latter, in fact, are 
known to believe that only a change ol 
admlnlatratJon can rid the party In power 
of Its 20-year accumulation of political 
barnacles. 

Fortunately for the Democrata, however, 
they couldn't have chosen a better man than 
Stevenson to handle suoh ohargea. 

On his record aa governor of nunols, 
Stevenson Is an arch Sob of the entrenched 
ptnitlco and all he connoteq In the way of 
inefficiency, graft, and corruption. 

In four years as governor of Illinois, he 
dragged that corruption-ridden state up to a 
-po3ltion^here-ln-many-reBpects-lt-noTH_ranlta. 
with the beat. He fired people, he shook up 
and reorganized, and he got results. 

Furthermore Stevenson didn't seek the 
nomination until possibly the very last. And 
being In that fortunate position. It Is un 
likely that he would also allow to be hung 
around his neck a millstone of political com^ 
mltments. 

Thus he would he Ireer than almost any 
other Democratic President taking office to 
effect a general Washington overhaul and 
cleanup. 

Stevenson said In his welcoming speech at 
the Democratic convention 'that his party 
should admit Its mistakes, and certainly some 
of the "fat-cat" aspects of the Truman 
ministration would be among them. 

But It's one thing to admit a mistake, and 
another to do something about it, An en- 
trenched political party is a big and unwieldy 
thing. If elected, and with all the best Inten' 
tlons, ■ Stevenson still would have h\s work 
cut out for htm In any political slum-clear- 
ance project along the banks of the Potomac, 

To assure a complete housecleanlng it would 
still be safer to entrust ttie Job to the opposi- 
tion party.

Theae adolescent boy* and girls 
■B likely to be moody, likely to cry 
islly and unexpectedly, because 
their emiitloni are scarcely uiiilcr 
-ciintrol. Their movcmenta are awk- 
ward because their musclci, under- 
giilng fuit growth, are not easily 
(xintmlled. Feelings that are strange 
Ui them, cauning an undefined, 
Vague unrest, make them Irritable 
and, of courno, their emiitloiin being 
oanlly nllnuilntrd, llioy lose thrlr 
tcnipors, are unreasonable or sulky. 



Because of their fast rate of 
growth, a good deal of their energy 
Is being used and they feel tired. 

"But he can play bnll." Certainly, 
If he la the kind of boy who likes 
lo play ball. How about father, who 
leaves his worl( weary in body and 
mind but gets Into a game of golf 
or tennis,- or a session In his own 
shop, with vigor? Pressures can be 
lifted by a change of thought and 
act, mo.sl fortunately fof us all. 

Expect children to change. Qet 
ready for It. Prepare your mind ftfr 
the day that your child vanishes 
and a. stranger appears In his slend. 
Make him welcome. Treat him more 
an an adult but, for the lime of his 
changing, be prcpnrcd to meet him 
as a child one hour and as a mature 
person the next. Be prepared to help 
him In every way during these try^ 
Ing months. If neces,Hary, gel help 
from the experienced children' 
physician.
